G.8.R. 171.-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Defence 
of India Act, 1962 (51 of 1962) and of all other powers enabling it in this behalf, 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, namely— 

1. These rules may be called the Defence of India (Third Amendment) Rules, 

I860. 

2. In the Defence of India Rules, 1962, after rule 3, the following rule shall b« 
inserted, namely— 

"3A. Previous approval or sanction of Central Government required in 
certain cases, —Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules,— 

(a) no powei conferred or duty imposed upon the State Government by 
such of the provisions of these rules as may be specified by the 
Central Government by notified order shall, with effect from such 
date as may be specified in the order, be exercised or discharged 
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by any State Government specified in the order or by any officer 
or authority authorised in that behalf by that State Government, 
except with previous approval of the Central Government; 

(b) the Central Government may, by notified order, direct that In such 

area or areas and with effect from such date or dates as may be 
specified therein, no action in relation to any alleged contravention 
of such provisions of these rules (including orders made there¬ 
under) as may be specified in that order shall be taken by the 
State Government concerned pr any officer qf authority subordinate 
to that State Government except with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government; 

(c) the Central Government may by notified order issue directions to a 

State Government that in the case of such provisions of these rules 
as may be specified therein, no action taken or thing done under 
those provisions before such date as may be specified ip that order 
shall be continued except in accordance with such instructions as 
the Central Government may give to the State Government in 
this behalf.”
